Tbe Diplomatic Rupture 
OnoeMore* ' 

Very possibly the reader may not euro 
to hare, •ven "onoa more,", obtrndod 
upon his attention a subject already dia- 
oassed ad nauseum. And yot, when oiio 
Bees tho wholosalo attempts put forth iu 
this ProTinca to drug tho public mind 
■with partizan poison, oxtractod from the 
most yirulout organs of tho "Churtersol- 
lera," ob thay used to bo doaignated by 
the vory parties now so greedily appro- 
priating their thunder.it seems uecasaary, 
eren at tho risk of tiring some, that an 
occasional warning note should be sound- 
ed. Not content with drawing from tho 
peatilentiid wells of ultramontane jour- 
nals ready to saorifioe or defend tho 
Frovinoe, as may most subserre the in- 
terests of party, we have seen some of 
these articles reproduced h«ro under tho 
most glaring"falae pretenses." Conscioua, 
doubtless, that articles coming from jour- 
nals knowB to bo bitterly apposed to the 
party now in power would bo 
rejoived aim grano salis. they hayo been 
falsely represented as coming from organs 
of the present Administration, and that, 
too, while bearing prima facie ovidenco of 
their. Opposition origin. Apart from tho 
merits of the issue itself, it may not be 
altogether amiss to considor how fur tho 
interests of British Columbia aro likely 
to be advanced by herding with tho Op- 
position and, consequently, incurring tho 
disfavor of the part^ in power. Not that 
we would by any means wish to bo un- 
derstood as suggesting that principle 
should be made subservient to interest. 
But there is no use blinking the fact that 
British Columbia has little as yet in com- 
mon with her older and bigger sisters, iu 
so far as identification and svmpatln' with 
political parties is concerned. To her 
many of the party lines aro faint and 
meaningless, and were she to attempt to 
take a strictly party stand, she might dis- 
cover that she bad marshalled her forces 
on tho wrong side. There is, wo regret 
to have to confess, much in tho party 
warfare of the Dominion calculated to 
make one almost glad that it is so. It 
seems quite clear, however, that, until 
she understands the party politics of tho 
Dominion better — and it is hor dut/ to 
study them carefully — it will bo as well 
for British Columbia to stand as clear of 
these as may consist with her duty as a 
part of the Dominion. Lot it be frankly 
confessed at once that the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway constitutes tho federal politi 
cal creed of this Piovince, and that it 
must to a great extent continue to do so 
until th« full fruition of it. Until that 
great overshadowing obligation of tho 
Tieaty of Union shall have been discharg- 
ed, British Columbia must be expected 
to occupy in some respects an exception- 
al poaition towards the rast of the Domin- 
ion. Until that is done, she will bo less 
concerned to read mere party lines and 
distinguish between CouBervativo and 
Grit, Macdonald anil Mackouzio, than to 
ascertain at whoso hands she is most like- 
ly to getjustice; which party will most 
faithfully and ei&ciently discharge tho 
great obligation — carry out that work 
whioh can alone make tho Pacilio Pro- 
vince a real part of tho Dominion. 
To somo this dootrino may jjosnibly 
seem too utilitarian. J3ut Bd-trsh Colum- 
bia must be utilitarian now. By and 
by she may afiford to bo more sentimen- 
tal, perhaps. Well, proceeding upon 
this basis, let British Columbia lionestly 
ask herself wliat practical advantage is to 
bo expected from coquoit ng wilb the Op- 
position. Is it Macilonaki or Mackenzie 
that she must look to for the fultilmeut of 
the great obligation ? To coquette with 
.a powerful' and sympathetio Opposition, 
wnen the party in power showed no dis- 
position to do justly, is a policy easily 
enough urderstood. But in the present 
case all these conditions appear to be ab- 
sent. The Opposition is far from power- 
ful. Indeed, disintegration, ^yo had al- 
most said demoralization, seems to be a 
fitting word to express its condition. It 
is altogether too weak to coquette with to 
profit; too limp oven to tickle a tardy 
Government. To bind herself to tho pol- 
itical chariot-wheels of the present Oppo- 
sition would bo little bettor than an act 
of suicide on the part of British (.lolnm- 
bia. Nor can it bo said to be sympathet- 
ic. True, certain journals appear as 
screaming advocates of our alleged 
claims, in the present controversy. But no 
one will suspect them of Hincority. Ijook 
at the late session. Where wore tho cham- 
pions of our rights in tho ranks of tho 
Opposition thou ? The loader — for such 
Dr. Tuppor has come to be regarded— did 
take an a otire part in the Pacific Bail way 
debate. But what did bo say? Did ho 
stand up for our treaty rights and up- 
braid Mr. Mackenzie with not doing jus- 
tice to the Province ? On tho contrary, 
■ he protested that the Pacilic Railway pol- 
icy of tho present Administration was ex- 
travagantly, ruiuou.ily liberal, contend- 
ing that, whereas tho former Administra- 
tion, of which ho was a jHominont raeiu- 
bar, had laid it down as a condition bind- 
ing upon both parties that taxation must 
not be increased to build the Rail way, tho 
present Govertimont asked Parliament 
materially to increase taxation in order to 
render possible tho carrying out of that 
work. In tho light of past experience, in 
tho light of future prospects, in tho nanio 
of reason and common sense, wo ask what 
haa British Columbia to expect from 
uniting her fortunes with those of a fal- 
len, demoralized political party ? In this 
matter she cannot afford to disregard the 
••first law of nature." But, even if we 
turn from the ground of oxpcdionoy to 
tho higher one of principle, tho case re- 
mains unaltered. Tho hard, practical 
facta aro all on tho side of Mr. Miickonzie 
and against the foolish course adopted by 
the local Oovemment. To put the cas? 
as simply and as briefly as possible:— ' 
Last winter Mr. Mackenzie telegraphed 
to Mr. Walknni, in reply to onquirieR re- 
speoting the railway policy of tho former: 
.9 VVe are giving earnest consideration to 
,th« details of the sohemo, whioh wo be- 
lieve will be acceptable to tho wholo of 
'iha Dominion including British Colum- 
bia. We hope to communicate with you 
shortly, proiaA/y ^i/ special agent." On tho 
JLOth ifiabruary ne wrote a letter to tho 
same, introducing this promised "specinl 
agent," and said: "Mr. Edgar will confer 
burself j»ud. othof ^memljjprd j^f the 



and will he glad to receive j/oitr views : 
gardingthe policy of tho Govornmont on 
the construction of the Railway." On the 
8th of Ma.y Mr. Edgar addresspd Mr.Wal- 
kem in writing: "I have the honor to in- 
form you that I have been instructed by 
tho Premier of Canada to make you awaro 
of tho ru.'ios- of his Administration upon 
tho subject of tho conftruction of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway', in order that 
British Columbia may havo full opportu- 
nity of considering and deciding upon a 
question so closely affecting hor material 
interests." After detailing the railway 
policy of Mr. Mackenzie, and reiterating 
the statement that he did ao by special 
direction, Mr. Edgar says: "Tho Domin- 
ion Govornmont would be glad to have 
consideration of this proposal entertained 
by your Administration, and to ham the 
conclusions of tJie Oovernment of Brittth 
Columbia upon the subjccl." It will be ob- 
served that Mr. Edgar did precisely what 
Mr. Mackenzie's letter said he was sent 
to do, and he attempted to do no more. 
How, then, is it possible that an honest 
doubt could arise as to the authority of 
the "agent" to do What be did? . On this 
point we quote from the Canadian Ulus- 
iratcd News, a journal certainly not open 
to the susincion of being biased in favor 
of tho present Administration: — 

"Now all that Mr. Mackenzie stated in 
his letter was that Mr. Edgar was author- 
ized to "confer" (not to conclude); to 
"receive your views," (not to make any 
definite arrnngomcnt.) So far it is evi- 
dent that on Mr. Walkom lies the greater 
part of tho blame. Ho had totally mis- 
construed tho terms of tho Promior's let- 
ter. It was all uonsonso to talk about 
Mr. Edgar's aots or negotiations being 
binding upon the Dominion Government, 
when he had no power to do anything be- 
yond to confer with tho British Oolumbia 
Cabinet and to receive their views."

That part of Mr. Saudford FJoming'a 
Beport bcftring upon the Mainlaud hav- 
ing reoeivdd Bomo attoutiou, lot us see 
Tfhat is said respeoiingVauoouver Island. 
WhabeTer point on the Mainland, says 
Mr. Fleming, be selected for the Tormi- 
una of the Transcontiuoatal Kailway, 
thora can be no doubt that a line along 
the Eastern coast of Vancouver Island 
iriU, at no distant day, form part of tho 
Eailway Byutem of British Columbia. Van- 
ooaver and adjatsent islands in the Straits 
of Georgia poaaesa aourceH of wealth in 
ooal and iron lying side by side, capable 
of immeniio devi'lopmoiit. The Eastern 
coast is boliovod to bu rich in these and 
other natural resources fovnonrly ita en- 
tire length. ■ Eroin Cowiohan to Seymour 
Narrows, a distance of more than 130 
miles, tho Geological Survey has already 
obtained positive information, — -which 
leaves no doubt on this head. The East- 
ern coast of Vancouver Island, in addition 
to its luinoral wealth, is known to ijoasess 
considerable tracts of oxcellout agricultu- 
ral land; tho climate is salubrious, and 
with these elements of prosperity it can- 
not fail to become the centre of a large 
indqslrial population. It isquite evident 
that a trunk line of Bailwar will soon be 
required from Victoria aud Esquinialt via 
Cowichan, Nauaiinu luid Comox to Sey- 
mour Narrows, eventually perhaps as far 
north aa Fort llupert, near tho northerly 
end of the I.sland, with branches to Al- 
berni, on Barclay Sound, Nootka Sound, 
and other good harbours on tho western 
oonst, To connect this insular portion of 
the British Columbia Eailway Sybtem 
■with tho Mainland, by a direct unbroken 
line, such as that projected across Valdes 
group of islands, will be a difflcult 
and enormously expensive undertaking. 
Until tlie traflio bo to some extent devel- 
oped and the prospect justify tho outlay, 
a steam ferry suitable for railway traflio 
can bo easily established between Van- 
couver Island and tho terminus ou tho 
main shore, such as would probably for 
some time answer every purpose. Such 
are Mr. Sandford Fleming's views cou- 
celniug the natural resources of Vancou- 
ver Island and the impoctant part it is 
destined to play in the industrial and 
commercial history of tiio country. Thoy 
are in strau^'o contragt with the views ex- 
pressed by some in this Province. Thoro 
are those amongst us who profess to be- 
lieve that a railway on Vaacou vor Island 
would be worthless, tiiat such a railway 
■would never bocomo any part of the gen- 
eral system connecting the two groat 
oceans, that it would, in short, bo a wan- 
ton waste of money. Mr. Sundford 
Fleming would appear to have more faith 
in thOProvinoe than some of its own peo- 
ple. Stranger still, tho very people most 
interested have sparnod Mr. Mackenzie's 
offer to construct tho railway on the 
Island at once, not witlist.iuding that the 
offer ■was coupled with conditions as to 
tho railway on tho Mainland highly fa- 
vorable to that section of tho Province, 
that is to say, tho construction of a wag- 
on road and telegraph line at once, and 
the commencement of railway construc- 
tion as soon as over the .surveyH havo pro- 
gressed sufficiently to admit of tho lino 
being located; work to bo ccnimoncod in 
the interior as woU as on tho .seaboard, 
and not less than a million and a half of 
dollars expended in any one year thereon. 
There can be no doubt that Mr. Fleming 
has rightly ostinifttod the natural wealth 
and future dosliny of tlio Island, and it 
might bo well that .some of its own in- 
habitants should sit at his feet and learn 
how to appreciate Nature's gifts strewed 
•round them with such a prodigal hand. 
Iiet British Colnmbians have faith in 
their Province and let them 'endeavor to 
rise above mere seotionalisma and make 
aommon cauae in working out ita high 
destiny. 

Pretty Severe- 

The Halifax Chronicle, the leading jour- 
nal of Nova Scotia, Says:— British Col- 
ombia is about to take the decided step of 
oomplainint: to Great Britain of the non- 
fulfilmoiit of tho terms of Union— a cir- 
cumstance duo entirely to the Hoodonald 
Ministry, which promised too much, and 
conceded too much in tlif. beginning, and 
foiled to maka any judicimis eH'orts to ro- 
deem its iiromiso in time. Tho proseut 
Ministry has been obliged to endeavor to 
remedy the mistakes of its predecessors. 
Leaks recklessly caused havo to bo 
buDged-up — witness the deficit— engage- 
ments recklessly undertoken to be fulfil- 
led, and egregious mistakes to bo recti- 
fied. If tho Jkilish Columbia 
Government do not rouj:5gni-.50 those 
facts, thoy may run homo to llieirmanima 
and thoy will receive only a metaphorical 
spanking. If they wish to leave the 
Union, Groat Britain will not assent to 
their desire, but the "rest of Oanoda should 
not op])0H0 theni.proviuiul a rigorous sot- 
tlement of account bo ...udo.and all sums 
advanced tho Wustcrn I'roviucn bo repaid. 
None'doubl that tho loss of British Col- 
■nmbia to the Uomiuiou would bo sorioua, 
but not.unboarablo. Even her company 
could bo too dearly 'retained. The se- 
cond thoughts of our Western friends 
will show them that the rejection of tho 
boat we can do for them will be their sui- 
eide-

The claim of Chief .Tustica Begbie 
against the Corporation of Victoria for 
oomponsation for land taken for tho pur- 
poses of the AVator Works, was before 
tho arbitrators yesterday at a final sitting. 
Mr. Wm. Wilson represented the City, 
and Mr. Stnblschmidt the Chief Justice. 
Mr. O. W. It. Thomson acted as third ar- 
bitrator. Mr. Drake for the Chief Jus- 
tice, and Mr. Robertson for the CJity, ap- 
peared as couusftl. 

The land taken was 123 acres in estent, 
for which SIO per acre was ofTerod and 
declined. Tho following evidence was 
heard : 

Chief Justico Begbie sworn — Mr. Gary 
bought the land for tho purpose of sup- 
plying water to Victoria; I have boon 
round the lakes; I considered it a good 
spec, in 1860, which was the date, I think, 
when tho land ivas purchaicd by Mr. 
Cary; I know the land on the east side 
is good, on the other side the land is 
rocky; I sold land to Stovons, he said ho 
got it at the market value; tho first offer 
to me was 810 per acre; Mr. Bulkloy told 
me he had valued it at S5; I asked Mr. 
Burnaby if bo had received an nnswor; I 
recollect telling Mr. Ward I ought to get 
more on account of my land being dry, 
whereas his was wet; L beliovo since that 
theCommissionorhad not written anything 
about it to Mr. Burnaby; 1 nuver had an 
offer for tho land; there was another por- 
tion I sold lower down, Sec. Ill; it ■was 
rock, I paid $150 for it and sold it for 
?2f30; I bought in ISGO and sold 2 or 3 
years ago; tho laud, I think, was sold in 
ISGOat^l an aero; if Mr, Stevens were pur- 
chasing I don't think he would give over 
85 or 8(>; SC-tG was paid for tliis land by 
Mr. Franklin — thoHO two sections. 

Mr. Tho3. jLUsopaud Mr. F.W. Green, 
City Surveyor, testified as to the value of 
the land, and the arbitrators haye taken 
tho case into consideration.

Half an hour boforn table d'hote, in- 
stead of the ringing of bolls, a gun (four- 
teen pouudor) will be Bred on each floor, 
to call the guests to got ready for their 
meals.

New I'^oRK, Juno 18.— Tho Tribune 
gives tho following details of tho vory 
sad ease of death from hydrophobia 
which occurred iu Brooklyn yesterday. 
Franois Butler, a well-known dog-truiner 
and fancier, has bad for mony ^ears a 
place of business in Peck slip, m this 
city, aud at Prospect and Bremen streets, 
iu Brooklyn. About six ■«-eek8 ago a 
gentleman brought a dog which was sick 
to his oHlco, at Pock slip. It was a small 
Spitz dog, and tho owner stated that ha 
desired to have it receive the best of care, 
for which he would pay liberally. Mr. 
Butler then dotermiuod to take tbo ani- 
mal to his Brooklyn ofHco, but before ho 
started prooooded to admiHistor a dose of 
medicino. Tho dog was hold by a boy, 
and medicine was forced into its month; 
bat whilo Mr. Butler, with his hand in 
the dog's mouth, ivas endeavoring to 
moke it swallow, the animal hit the thumb 
of his right hand so badly that the marks 
of six sharp teeth could bo plainly seen. 
Ou tho forry-boat to Brooklyn the dog 
escaped from a basket in which he wus 
oonlinod and bit a man in tho leg. Tho 
animal was then shot by a policeman. Tho 
wound soon healed, and Mr. Butler had 
almost forgotten about it, until last Mon- 
day morning, when in his effort to swallow 
a cup of tea at his broakfas'i table ho was 
ieizod with a violent paroxysm and cott- 
Tulsiv* tremor, and to his surprise dia- 
oovei od that his muscles would not convoy 
Iho <lrink to his mouth. In somo alarm 
ho turned to his wife and said, "Why. 
how^ strange this is! I can't get that tea 
to my lips. What can it mean?" She 
thought of tho bite of the dog immedi- 
ately, and like n flash it came to lior that 
her husband bad tho hydroi)hobia, but 
she ondtavorcd at tho lime to conceal hor 
fears from bim, and told him ho was ner- 
vous aud needed rest. "I'll try another 
cup, then," he answered; but in attempt- 
ing to drink he was again convulsed. Ho 
then tried to eat an egg and some bread, 
but he could not do fio, and a few hours 
afterwards ho recogni'/.tui symi)tomH of hy- 
drophobia, and realized his condition. — 
He then bogged his friends to keep away 
from him, and run tip and down stairs 
with a stick in his hands endeavoring to 
striks and bito every pciaon who ap- 
proached him. Ho tore the clothing from 
liis body and clutching nt' his brea.-it 
shrieked, "Thero^aro mad dogs here." 
Drs. Loretz and Creamer were called in 
and ware obliged to tie him down and fi- 
nally succeeded in injecting morphine in- 
to his arm. 'This relieved his paroxysms. 
Ho lost tho power of speech, then barked 
like a dog, while stroains of fo.ira ponrod 
from his mo nth, and Into on luesday 
night ho (lied. Ho was Gl years old and 
leaves a wife and nine children. Mr. But- 
ler was a native of England, and his edu- 
cation wn.s of a superior order. Ho was 
an accomi)lished lingui.st, and has been 
connected with several odncational insti- 
tutions as a jirofcRsor of languages. His 
knowlc<lgo of French and Ciornian is .it- 
tested by a, volume of which he was tho 
author. Somo years ago ho wont into tlio 
busiuoss of training, buying and selling 
dogs, and his ability iu controlling and 
taming them was doomed by many really 
marvellous. ]\Inny a time he was led away 
without injury a quarrelsome and fero- 
oiona dog which aitaul(od every other per- 
son who approached it. 



ExoAVATjo:<3 AT THE CoiiiBEDM.— -A.n ex- 
tract from a private letter, written in 
Boms to a gentleman in Boston, and pub- 
lishod in the Boston Transcript, givo'i these 
interesting particulars concerning tho ex- 
cavations at tho Golisoum; "At a depth 
of thirty feet below where wo used to 
oonsider tbo level of tbo arena, they have 
reacbsd the original puveiuent.whicii is of 
bricks set up edgewise. Underneath that 
is an immense cloaca or sewer. A large 
nnmbor of marble and granite cuhimna 
have been found, which liuoly carved ca- 
pitals, all broken, souio into tlirco or four 
pieces. Many inultilated statues, and 
much else that ia fragmentary and of in- 
terest, la being continually unearthed. 
Everything ia to lie removed down to the 
original pavcraont. This will take at least 
another year, when another row of ar- 
ches will then be vi.slhlo insido. It ia 
ovidont that there was a previous build- 
ing on this site, and that somo of those 
ruins under this monstrous masonry be- 
long to on almost pre- historic period,
